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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 21, Line 14, the phrase "is operable to release" is deleted and replaced 
with —releases--. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 21 as 
now amended recites a drawer guide structure for a drawer within an article of furniture 
wherein the guide includes two springs both attached at one end to carrier rail and at a 
second end one spring is attached directly to an entrainment member while the second 
spring is attached to the entrainment member via a releasing mechanism. None of the 
prior art of record teaches or suggests two springs with one of the springs being 
released form the entrainment member while the other spring remains fixed.
